U.S. CONCILIATORS 
UrFERBONUS PLAN 
INSTEAD OF CUT 
IN HOURS AT SEA 


House Labor Group to 
Start Hearings Tomor- 
row on Maritime Strike 
Called for Midnight 
Friday. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Federal conciliators in the mari- 
time strike threat today suggest- 
ed a cash bonus system for pay- 
ing for hours worked over a fixed 
limit within the present 56-hour 
week for seamen, 

The new Government plan was 
offered in a negotiation session 
between representatives of East 
Coast ship operators and the CIO 
National Maritime Union, biggest 
organization in the seven unions 
affiliated with the Committee for 
Maritime Unity. 

The CMU has called a nation- 
wide merchant marine strike for 
midnight Friday. 

The Government move came 
after a House labor sub-commit- 
tee, with an eye to the deadlocked 


Department of Labor negotiations, 
decided to go ahead with hearings 
tomorrow, in an effort to work out 
some congressional solution to the 
crisis. 


Statement Timed. 

After the start of the negotiat- 
ing session, the Labor Department 
gave out this statment: 

“Conciliators today suggested 
discussion of the possibility of the 
payment in cash for time worked 
over a certain number of hours 


as a possible method of solving 


the problem arising from the 56- 
hour work week at sea. 

“If the parties indicate that 
they regard this as an appropri-

problem, the discussion could then

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Yugoslav Indictment Says American Officer 
Sat In on Chetnik-German Con- 
ference in 1944.

BELGRADE, June 10 (AP)— 
Marshal Jcsip (Tito) Broz’s Yugo- 
‘slav Government charged at Gen. 
Draja Mihailovic’s treason trial to- 
day that an American officer sat in 
on a conference between the for- 
mer Chetnik leader and the Ger- 
man commander in Yugoslavia. 

The Government indictment was 
read at the opening of the trial 
of the man who was left behind by 
former King Peter’s government 
for the announced purpose of 
waging underground war against 
the Germans, It also charged that 
Mihailovic was . sent word by 
British officers in Cairo to “liqui- 
date. Communists as soon as pos- 
sible.” 

The voluminous bill of particu- 
lars, with detailed charges of col- 
laboration and war crimes against 
Mihailovic, said the British sent 
the instructions to King Peter's 
supposed resistance leader in the 
spring of 1944 by two officers who 


attended the King’s marriage to 
Princess Alexandria of Greece. 

In the summer of 1944, the in- 
dictment continued, “the American 
Col, McDowell, chief of the Ameri- 
can military mission to Mihailo- 
vic’s headquarters, arrived at the 
airfield at Pranjina. As soon as 
he met Mthailovic he told him ‘we 
Americans are not interested in 
your fight with Germany. They 
must be put out of Yugoslavia by 
action of the Allies. It is up to 
you to remain among the people 
.» « America is helping exclusively 
you and your movement in Yugo- 
slavia.’” 


In August, 1944, the indictment 
said, McDowell “took part” in a 
meeting at the village of Focsi 
between Mihailovic and the chief 
of the administrative staff of the 
German military commander in 
Servia, Neubacher. McDowell also 
participated in a later meeting in

VATICAN CITY, June 10 (AP) 
SSERVATORE ROMANO 
said today the St. Louis

The Vatican City newspaper 
said the Post-Dispatch, in com- 
menting (last Monday) on Pope 
Pius’s broadcast before the 
Italian and French elections, 
had observed that the Catholic 
Church “would do well to hold 
itself aloof from interference 
in the political life of Europe.” 


Osservatore Romano said the 
Pope had reminded the voters 
to consider whether they should 
choose a Christian or a ma- 
terialistic way of life, and de- 
clared that for the church to 
keep silent in the face of the 
lot threatening it “would be 
to. betray its mandate.” 


FOR DENTIST IN AN 
AUTO PATENT CASE 


Granted to Bloomington Man 
Against Chevrolet Division 
of General Motors. 


Elmer G. Kesling, elderly dent-| 
ist of Bloomfield, Stoddard coun- 
ty, Mo., with a knack for mechan- 
ical matters, got a judgment in 
United States District Court here 


today against the Chevrolet divi- 
sion of General Motors Corp., for 


$310,486.08, for patent infringe- 
ment. 

The patent in question was for 
a vacuum booster mechanism 
which, by admission of the mo- 
tors company’s counsel, the com- 


pany has used 2,034,400 times,. The 
award was at the rate of 12 cents 
for each time the booster was 
used, 

Attorneys for the plaintiff and 
the company, in conference with 
United States District Judge Rich- 
ard M. Duncan before the hearing, 
agreed on the number of the de- 
vices used, and the amount. due to 
Kesling for each, if it should be 
found that Kesling’s device was 
the same used by the Company. 
The company denied that the de- 
vice it used was the same as Kes- 
ling’s, but the court found for Kes- 
ling on this point. 

The court held that Kesling’s 
patent for a vacuum-operated 
gear-shift mechanism was a new 
combination of devices which 
were used in Chevrolets and other 
automobiles, but were not op- 
erable until Kesling worked out 
their proper arrangement. Kes- 
ling’s work was described by the 
court as being “beyond the skill 
of an ordinary mechanic.” He has| 
patented severa] other devices re- 
lating to automobiles, 


SLPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS TOBACEY

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
The United States Supreme Court 
held today that three big tobacco 
companies had trance 3 to form 
a monopoly and upheld their con- 
viction under the Sherman Anti- 
Trust act. 

In a 6-to-0 decision, the court de- 
clared it was not necessary to 
show competitors sstually had 
jbeen excluded. It was the first 
time the court had ruled on the 
point. 

The case involved the R. J. Rey- 
nolds Tobacco Co. Liggett & 
Myers Tobacco Co. and the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co. They were fined 
a total of $225,000 in United States 
District Court in Lexington, Ky. 
The Sixth Federal Circuit Court 
upheld the conviction. 

Justice Burton delivered the 
6-to-0 decision. Justices Reed and 
Jackson did not participate. 

Burton said the companies 
“have been found to have con- 
spired to establish a monopoly 
and also to have the power and 
intent to establish and maintain 
the monopoly. To hold that they 
do not come within the prohibition 
of tht Sherman act would destroy 
the force of that act.” 

Frankfurter Opinion. 

Justice Frankfurter, in a brief 
concurring opinion, said he be- 
lieved the court also should have 
ruled on whether errors were com- 
mitted in the selection of the jury. 

The companies asked the Su- 
preme Court to review numerous 
questions, but it agreed to con- 
sider only whether actual exclu- 
sion of competitors is a necessary 
element for monopolization, under 
the terms of the Sherman Act. 

The Justice Department con- 
tended its case against the com- 
panies showed there was “intent 
and power to produce a result 
which the law condemns—exclu- 
sion of competitors.” It argued

NUERNBERG, Sacuiatat June 
10—Because of those traditional 
caste distinctions between officers 
and enlisted men, it has not yet 
been possible for Supreme Court 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
United States prosecutor at the 
war crimes trials, to get all his 
staff together in a social gather- 
ing. 

Last October, when the Amer- 
ican prosecution’s case had been 
largely prepared, but the trial 
itself had not begun, Justice Jack- 
son and his associates decided to 
hold a Halloween get-together 
and arrangements were made to 
use the Grand Hotel here. 

At the eleventh hour, however, 
an American general got wind of 
this highly irregular enterprise 
and informed Justice Jackson 
that his staff party could not be 
held. The reason: enlisted men

and that they were accountable

The general agreed, but he re- 
minded Justice Jackson that the 
hotel was under his control.

LOUDLY DEFENDS

Seyss-Inquart Says He 
Was Loyal to Schusch- 
nigg, Whom He Is Ac- 


cused of Betraying.

NUERNBERG, June 10 (By 
Radio) — Crowned with an evil 
halo as the first of all quislings 
and wearing the look of a bold, 
hardy vulture, Arthur Seyss-In- 
quart limped to the witness stand 
this morning and told the interna- 
tional military tribunal that he 
became a champion of anschluss 
in 1918, years before he heard the 
name of Adolf Hitler, He was in- 
spired, declared this Austrian de- 
fendant, by the self determination 
principle. of Woodrow Wilson’s 
Fourteen Points which he inter- 
preted as sanctioning the reunion 
of Germanic populations in Eu- 
rope.

The witness had not spoken 
many minutes before the supple, 
sinister hand of Franz von Papen, 
Hitler’s arch intriguer and a co- 
defendant, was brought into the 
picture.

Circumstances Similar, 


The circumstances in the two 
fires apparently were similar.

Ready-Made Meal, Plate to Gravy, 
Being Perfected for the Home 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
The postwar dinner—ready-made 
from plate to gravy—is on the 
way. The harried housewife, it 
seems, can simply drop by the 
grocery, toss some steak dinners 
in the car (when steak comes 
back, that is) and make for home. 
In 15 minutes or a half-hour, it’s 
on the table. 

They're frozen dinners, latest 
thing on trans-Atlantic airliners 
and now being perfected for home 
use. They were first served 
aboard naval air transports dur- 
ing the war. 

Dinner—meat, other vegetable 
and potato—will come in a pulp- 
wood plate, made along blue plate 
special lines and sporting a plastic 
finish, 


It’s been cooked and frozen—to 
20 degrees below zero. All it needs 
now is just 30 minutes in the 
oven. 

A trick, which had _ experi- 
menters puzzled for six years, was 
how to make all three ingredients 
come out even. Sometimes, it 
seems, the string beans would 
frizzle while the steak was just 
beginning to thaw. 

With the kinks smoothed out, 
frozen meals are now being served 
to passengers on trans-oceanic 
flights,

REPORTER'S STORY 
OF FIRE IN HOTEL

The flames had already broken 
through the top of the main hotel 
building when I arrived on the 
scene at about 1:15 am. Smoke 
Was coming through the windows 
of the annex at the opposite side 
of the hotel part of the building. 

A woman stood at a window on 
the sixth floor and two men were 
at another window on that floor. 
Whether it was smoke or their 
shocked condition that made them 
Wave stolidly could not be ascer- 
tained. Firemen swung their long 
ladder under the window in which 
the woman stood. One of the 
firemen rried 
_ n the window 
assisted her in the descent 
to the ground. 

Saved by Fire Escape. 
“When the ladder was moved 
ever to the window in which the 
two men were standing, a third 
™an appeared at another window. 
By the time the two men reached 
the ground the third window was 
vacant. Believing the man had 
falien back into the room, the 
firemen swung their ladder to that 
window. Unable to find the man, 
they later learned that he had 
run to the fire escape on the 
south side of the annex and had 
followed the fire escape to safety. 
._ Fire Capt. Harold Cosgrove 
helped to drag his hose into posi- 
tion and, turning to me, said: 

* “If I live to be a hundred, I'll 
hever forget the screams of the 
gcores of persons standing at win- 
dows when I arrived in Chief Per- 
ry Kirch’s car.

Fire Capt. Harold 
Cosgrove reported three or 
four Canfield guests were 
killed jumping from upper 
story windows. 

The LaSalle Hotel was built 
37 years ago. Most of the Du- 
buque dead were in old part of 
the hotel constructed about 50 
years ago.

VISIBLE AT WINDOWS

I arrived at the scene of the 
Canfield Hotel disaster 11 minutes 
after the alarm was received by 
the fire department. 

The blaze was centered under 
the fire escape, cutting off that 
exit. Smoke could be seen com- 
ing from the broken windows over 
a barge part of the old section of 
the building, which led me to as- 
sume Many persons were trapped 
inside. 

The first thing that attracted 
my attention was a woman, later 
identified as Mrs. William Can- 
field Sr., wife of the senior owner 
of the hotel. Mrs. Canfield threw 
a small dog from the window 
and then seemed to collapse on 
the window sill. In a few seconds 
she disappeared. 

She was found later sitting in 
a pool of water in the middle of 
her room, dipping and pouring 
water over her seared body. : 

A few moments later a man 
broke out a window glass on the 
top floor of the four-story, 
year-old section of the building, 
and threatened to jump. 

Several hundred persons, who 
had already gathered across the 
street, screamed at him to stay 
where he was. 

Firemen erected a ladder to his 
window, tied a rope around his 
body and lowered him to the 
ground. The man was dead when 
he reached the ground. 

By this time probably a third 
of the windows in the six-story 
new section, erected 21 years ago, 
were occupied by frantic guests.

Dr. Thomas said the good and 
evil flowing from scientific re- 
search could not be distinguished 
at the point of origin. He asserted 
that science in its search for truth 
had brought civilization “to the 
edge of a dense and fearsome for- 

est.” 

He said all nations must be 
made to understand “a common 
danger exists.” 

“The desire must be instilled to 
to see togetherness to save all 
from destruction.”

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP) 
— Economic Stabilizer Chester 
Bowles said after a conference 
with President Truman today that 
lifting of Office of Price Admin- 
istration controls on meat would 
cause an immediate increase of 
40 to 50 per cent in prices. 

Bowles expressed regret that 
the Senate had. delayed considera- 
tion of the OPA extension bill, 
telling reporters, “We might as 
well have the bad news quickly.” 
He told reporters that there will 
be a meat shortage anyhow for a 
year, regardless of what sort of 
legislation finally comes out of 
Congress, but that if controls were 
lifted, as recommended by a Sen- 
ate committee, the minimum price 
rise would be “from 40 to 50 per 
cent,” beginning July 1. 

He said livestock men were 
holding back their stocks until 
July 1 in view of the Senate com- 
mittee recommendations. 

Until a decision is made in Con- 
gress, he said, “you are not going 
to get any meat.” 

Drastic Changes Predicted. 
The future of OPA became more 
uncertain today with members of 
Congress of both parties freely 
predicting that the Senate would 
vote drastic changes in the pro- 
posed bill to extend price controls.

markets are declining steadily.

He swore at length and in detail 
that until the very end he was 
flawlessly loyal to Schuschnigg. 
Charges Against Him. 

The indictment alleges that 
Seyss-Inquart promoted the seiz- 
ure and consolidation of control 
over Austria by the Nazi conspir- 
ators; that he participated in the 
planning and preparation of ag- 
gressive wars; and that he author- 
ized, directed and participated in 
war crimes and felonies against 
humanity, “including a wide 
variety of crimes against persons 
and property.” 

Seyss-Inquart is one of two Aus- 
trians among the accused. The 
other is his protege, Ernst Kal- 
tenbrunner, who was his deputy 
in the Austrian police and who 
mucceeded Reinhardt MHeydrich 
“The Hangman” as chief of the 
Gestapo. 

Seyss-Inquart, who is 54 years 
old, is lame in one leg as the re- 
sult of a wound suffered in World 
War I during which, he related, 
he was thrice decorated for gal- 
lantry in action. His hair and 
©complexion are sandy and he 
speaks in a high-pitched, incisive 
voice. He constantly waved his 
spectacles or a pencil like a pro- 
fessor lecturing a class. He wore

For sume mysterious reason, his 
attorney, Dr, Gustav Steinbauer, 
also a Viennese, chose to open 
the defense with a quotation from 
Schuschnigg’s farewell radio 
‘speech at chancellor. 

It was: “God protect Austria.” 

Recites His Biography. 

The witness stated that he was 
born during 1892 of German par- 
ents in Moravia, then a province 
of the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy. The family removed to 
Vienna when he was 16 years old. 
Despite Army service in Russia, 
Romania and Italy, he contrived 
to take his doctor’s degree at law 
in 1917. The keenest impressions 
of his early life were the racial 
conflict of Germans and Czechs in 
Moravia and President Wilson's 
Fourteen Points. 

“I was convinced,” he narrated, 
“that self-determination spelled 
the end of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy and the restoration of 
Austrian Germans to the Teutonic 


integral part, until 1866, for nearly 
1000 years.” 

He had no political affiliations, 
but became a board member of a 
Vienna club with tHe meaningful 
title of Austro-German National 
Union. Eventually he joined the 
Nazi party because of “its irre- 
vocable will to anschluss.” Never- 
theless, he insisted, he strove with 
might and main as a member of 
the Schuschnigg cabinet in behalf 
of Austrian autonomy. His idea, 
he asserted, was that' of a coali- 
tion government of all parties. Ac- 
cording to the witness, he argued 
in favor of this plan not only with 


Reich of which they had been an/|- 


clear hinterland which would en- 
able his forces to take up a po- 
sition unhindered on the Dalma- 
tian coast.’” 


Another Briton Menioned. 

The indictment said that Mi- 
hailovic’s first offensive in 1941 
against Tito’s Partisans was 
launched in accordance with a 
message conveyed to him by Capt. 
Hudson, British liaison officer, 
{.or the Cairo command “that 
Yugoslavs are to fight for Yugo- 
slavia and not transform the fight 
into a rebellion of Communists on 
behalf of Soviet Russia.” 

This attack failed, the indict- 
ment said. At about this time, it 
continued, Mihailovic held his 
first meeting with German com- 
manders, “In the greatest secrecy, 
under the protection of German 
armored cars.” 

“Mihailovic informed the emi- 
gre government by radiogram 
through the British intelligence 
service of this meeting, both be- 
fore and after the meeting was 
held,” the document said. 


The government charged that 
Mihailovic’s detachments fought 
under Italian command in 1942, 
“mixed with Italian forces,” and 
that the Chetniks: received spe- 
cial rewards in money or flour for 
every Partisan killed. In addition, 
it was alleged, the Italians sup- 
plied the Chetniks with arms, am- 
munition and food, helped in oper- 
ations with their artillery, and 
treated wounded Chetniks in Ital- 
ian hospitals. 

The indictment said further 
that the fourth offensive in 1943 
wag planned personally by Hitler 
in order to annihilate the Parti- 


Schuschnigg, but with Papen, 
Goering and Hitler himself. He 
prevailed upon the Fuehrer, Seyss- 
Inquart recounted, . make 
anschluss appear bilateral by per- 
mitting Austrian detachments in 
uniform to enter Munich and Ber- 
lin at the same time that German 
troops were occupying Vienna. 


Warned Schuschnigg. 


The defendant testified that he 
sought in vain to dissuade 
Schuschnigg from his project of 
a plebiscite on the legal grounds 
that it had not been approved b 
the council of ministers and that 
the questions were so framed as 
to be “loaded” against the Na- 
tional Socialists and in favor of 
Schuschnigg party, the Fathey 
land Front. He gave warning that 
an inroad of German troops might 
be provoked. After Schuschnigg 
“yielded to force” and resigned, 
Seyss-Inquart said, he personally, 
in his own automobile drove the 
fallen statesman home “for fear 
something might happen to him.” 
Mention of a mysterious “black 
leather satchel” brought on a con- 
test of veracity between the de- 
fendant and the deputy American 
prosecutor, William J. Dodd, 
Seyss-Inquart related that on 
Feb, 17, 1938, with Schuschnigg’'s 
knowledge and consent and with 
an Austrian diplomatic passport, 
he traveled to Berlin and had an 
interview of two hours with Hit- 
ler, He made notes on the back 
of a letter and afterward, using 
them as a basis, dictated a report 
of the conference to a stenogra- 
pher. Reading from a document, 
the witness proceeded: “I empha- 
sized to the Fuehrer at-once that 
I was there as an Austrian minis- 
ter, responsible to Austria alone. 
I said I refused to offer myself 
as a Trojan horse leader. I told 
him that if anschluss came it 
must be in accord with the Con- 
stitution, by will of the Austrian 
people, without interference, and 
should not be imposed from out- 
In the main, Hitler

the strike. They gave 30-days’ ad- 
vance notification to the foundries 
on May 9. 

There is but one issue in dis- 
pute, the amount of a wage in- 
crease to supplement a i10-cent 
hourly award received last Novem-! 
ber. The union demanded an ad- 
ditional 25 cents, but scaled down 
the sum to 17% cents. 

Managements of the foundries, 
considering the union demand ex- 
cessive, have countered with an 
offer of 8% cents an hour. This 
would bring the postwar increases 
of the foundrymen to 18% cents, 
which has been the prevailing 
postwar settlement figure. 

Several meetings with Federal 
conciliators prior to the union’s 
decision to strike failed to make 
any progress. It was learned by 
the Post-Dispatch that the foun- 
dries would have to absorb any 
increase beyond 18% cents, 

The Wage Stabilization Board 
has made it a general practice to 
approve for price relief increases 
only up to 18% cents. In the De- 
troit milk drivers’ case, the board 
approved a higher amount for the 
drivers, but specified that only 
18% cents of the total could be 
considered in the milk companies’ 
application for a price rise. 

The 10-cent increase of Novem- 
ber brought the rate for foundry- 
men up to an 86-cents an hour 
minimum. Journeymen molders 
and core men, the highest skilled 
members of the craft, now re 
ceive $1.30. 

One Motive for Demand. 

It was learned that one motive 
for the foundrymen’s demand was 
the desire to surpass the pre- 


vailing rates in the Chicago area 


re- 


which have always been higher 
than rates here, The present Chi- 
cago rate for journeymen is $1.40. 

W. G. Newton, general super- 
intendent of General Magnesium 
Foundry, said his employes voted 
to accept the 8% cents offered by 
the companies, They were over- 
ruled, he said, by officers of the 
union. Union officers had an- 
nounced Saturday they would not 
attempt to influence the men’s 
decision on whether to strike. 

Supervisory employes reported 
for work at all the foundries and 
production employes were invited 
by managements to come into the 
plants.: They did not respond, but 
clustered in groups near plant 
gates and then dispersed. 

Foundrymen Meeting Tonight. 

A meeting of striking foundry- 
men will be held tonight at 8 
o’clock at Musicians’ Hall, 3535 
Pine street. The meeting will be 
closed. | 

Production affected by the walk- 
out includes diesel engines on or- 
der for municipal power plants, 
the United States Navy and 
United States Maritime Service, 
and castings required for manu- 
facture of special machinery nec- 
essary to the reconversion pro- 
gram.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 10 — The 
Ku Klux Klan, which dominated 
Georgia and certain other states 
in the twenties, is now on the de- 
fensive. Its current attempted 
revival’on a state-wide basis has 
éncountered outspoken opposition 
from state officials, religious and 
labor groups, and the press. 

Defenders of the postwar Kian, 
who include what Dr. Samuel 
Green, its head, refers to as 
“Klansmen at heart,” don’t usu- 
ally make public pronouncements. 
But they have gained some re- 
eruits because the Negro now is 
voting in Georgia primaries for 
the first time in modern history. 
They. are gambling on the at- 
tempted political comeback of 
former Gov. Eugene Talmadge, 
who is running on a platform of 
“white supremacy” subject to the 
July 17 primary. 

‘Gov. Ellis Arnall told the Post- 
Dispatch that he would exhaust 
every legal resource to eradicate 
the Kian. He asserted that it re- 
flected discredit on the state be- 
cause of its appeal to “ignorance 
and intolerance.” Gov. Arnall 
added that he didn’t like Georgia, 
birthplace of the Klan, to be held 
up to the nation as the “head- 
quarters of intolerance.” 

‘The governor was careful to 
draw a distinction between the 
original Klan, founded in Georgia 
during the reconstruction days 
after the Civil War as a defensive 
measure by Confederate General 
Nathan Bedford Forrest and the 

ern editions of the Klan. 
val Backed by ‘Old Guard.’ 

Revivals of the Kian, which 
was dissolved after the Recon- 
struction era, have been rackets. 
Their only resemblance to the 
original Klan has been to trade 
on its name ‘and reputation. The 
eurrent state-wide revival, while 
mot backed by major professional 
promoters, is directed by a hand- 
ful of the Kian’s “old guards” 
who delight in its mumbo-jumbo 
and prefer to believe it is “patri- 
otic.” , 

Outcome of the current investi- 
gation is dubious. The governor 
has instructed Daniel Duke, as- 
sistant attorney general, to revoke 
the Kian’s charter. The Federal 
Government has an income tax 
lien of about $685,000 against the | 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc. The catch is 
that legally Ku Kiux Klan, Inc., 
exists only in its papers of incor- 
poration. It disbanded and went 
underground in 1944 when faced 
with a federal <n nae oo 
Aedodlation of Georgia Klans”— 
hasn't even got a charter. It has 
announced formal objections de- 
signed to exempt it from taxes as 
a benevolent, fraternal, and edu- 
cational order. 

. Opposed by Church Groups. 

. A body blow to the Klan was 
struck by a recent Southern Bap- 
tist convention which included 
delegates from fural regions 
throughout the South as well as 
urban communities. It represent- 
ed about 6,000,000 church mem- 
bers. 
~In condemning its resurgence 
the convention did not allude to 
the Kian by name but urged 
ehurchmen to “refrain from asso- 
ciation in all groups that exist for 
the purpose of fomenting strife 
and division within the nation on 
the basis of differences of race, 
religion and culture.”

Church here, who is presi- 
dent of the association, recalled 
that in the twenties when the 
Kian was flourishing he was un- 
puccessfully sued by the Klan for 
$150,000 for libel. 

“From any standpoint” Dr. New- 
ton said, “the revival of the Ku 
Kiux Klan is dangerous to the 
very form of American democre- 
ey. It is today a discredited sym- 
bol of bigotry, prejudice, intoler- 
ence, and un-Americanism.”

use “vicious methods,” “pressure” 


and “threats” in his relations with the Soviet Union. 


Pravda declared yesterday that 
his speech “in great degree bore 
the character of psychological 
preparation for the complete aban- 
donment of the principle of col- 
Jaboration among the Allied Pow- 
ers.” 

Bevin had told Commons that 
the Soviet Union's attitude with 
regard to its security during the 
four-power foreign ministers’ con- 
ference in Paris last month rep- 
resented an obstacle to peace, in 
some respects. 

The Pravda article, by its “For- 
eign Observer,” said Bevin’s dis- 
cussion of a 2l-state peace confer- 
ence if the Big Four failed to 
agree “should be looked on in the 
light of persistent demands for 
unconditional acceptance (by Rus- 
aia) of British and American pro- 
posals.” 

Bevin’s speech, it added, was “an 
attempt to prepare for the break- 
up of the agreed on order in the 
work of the Allies—an attempt to 
use methods of pressure and 
threats in relations with the Soviet | 
Union. It hardly seems necessary 
to. point out the futility of these 
vicious methods.” 

Regarded as One-Sided. 

Pravda said that although Bevin 
hotly upheld the British position 
at “this did not interfere 
with his expressing a desire that 
the Soviet delegation return to 
Paris ready to accept British- 
American proposals on concluding 
the peace treaty with Austria; on 
the Italo-Yugoslav border; on the 
former Italian colonies; on Italian 
reparations; on Danube shipping 
and so forth.” 

The article said British diplo- 
mats loved to use “high-sounding 
phrases” and added: “Let us take 
only the question of shipping and 
trade on the Danube, with which 
Bevin in reality began his speech 
on the Paris negotiations.” 

“It would seem,” the article con- 


tinued, “that this simple, uncom-) 


plicated question is crystal clear. 
The Danube river artery has the 
greatest meaning for countries sit- 
uated in the basin of the river. 
The economic development o 
these countries, their history and 
their future are tightly bound up 
with it. 

“Here is why shipping on the 
Danube is a prime matter to these 
Danube states themselves. It is 
quite natural that a non-Danube 
state cannot and must not dictate) 
the rule of shipping on the Dan- 
ube according to its own consid- 
erations. 

Danube Self-Determination. 

“Mr. Bevin affirmed that Eng- 
land is interested only in feeding 
the people living in the basin of 
the Danube and in filling their bel- 
lies. But really, are not the peo- 
ple of the Danube interested in 
this no less than Mr. Bevin?” 

Touching on the matter of for- 
mer Italian colonies, Pravda re- 
peated what Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov said in his recent 
statement on the Paris confer- 
ence, asserting that the _ real 
colonial aims of Britain “simply 
speaking, are for widening Brit- 
ish possessions, interests and priv- 
ileges in northern and northeast- 
ern Africa.”

BOURNEMOUTH, England, 
June 10 (UP). 

HAROLD J. LASKI 
closed his year’s service as 
chairman of the Labor party 
executive committee today with an 
attack on the British, American 
and Canadian governments for 
their atomic bomb secrecy policy. 
Laski told the annual Labor 
party conference that atomic se- 
crecy was largely responsible for 
Soviet suspicions of the Western 
powers, He asked the Russians 
to try extending some friendship 
to Britain. 
“No small part of the: résponsi- 
bility for Russian suspicions must 
be borne by those who have de- 
cided on secrecy in relation to the 
atomic bomb,” Laski said. “I can 
find no sort of justification. 


World Control Retarded, 


“Those who possess special tech- 
nological knowledge about atomic 
energy seem bent on postponing as 
long as they can that international 
control so urgent for international 
confidence. If outstanding work- 
ers in science are to be put in this 
kind of intellectual concentration 
camp those responsible for this 
will never be pardoned for the 
crime they are committing against 
posterity.” 

“Meanwhile the poison of this 
secrecy penetrates even further 
and the defense forces get an 
even closer grip on the vital area 
of science. If any member of 
this conference wants to know the 
evils of the policy of secrecy, let 
him examine in detail the conduct 
of the Canadian Government over 
alleged Russian espionage, with 
secret orders in council and 
judges of the Supreme Court of 
Canada announcing the guilt of 
the arrested persons before they 
have even been tried.” 

While appealing to Soviet lead- 
ers for friendship with Britain, 
Laski again sounded his thesis 
that capitalism breeds interna- 
tional conflict. 

“Let capitalist governments mis- 
trust one another,” he said. “That 
distrust is inherent in capitalist 
society. But governments like 
the Russian and our own are the 
surest hope of peace where they 
find the road to the same ends 
and combine their strength to 
fight whatever dangers they may 
encounter on the way.” * 

His Appeal to Russia. 


Laski gave Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin a strong boost for 
his desire to win Soviet friend- 
ship. He urged the Russian lead- 
ers to reciprocate. 

“Task them, having experiment- 
ed with distrust to experiment in 
friendship,” he said. 

“IT hope I speak in your name to 
the Russian people and its rulers 
when I say with all the emphasis 
at my command that I have the 
conviction that a Socialist govern- 
ment in Britain requires as the 
central principle of its policy in 
the United Nations organization 
the fullest understanding with 
Russia, and that when Mr. Bevin 
offered to make the 20-year treaty 
a 50-year treaty he merely under- 
wrote the wholehearted desire of 
every member of the Labor move- 
ment.” 

The British Labor party, Laski 
asserted, never would support any 
government which sought to 
threaten Soviet security. Soviet- 
British co-operation is the alterna- 
tive to destruction, he said. 

He criticized the Labor govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the Franco 
government in Spain and warned 
that the return of King George to 
Greece would be a blow to Social- 
ism and freedom.

Vinson Getting 
Tough Task as 


Chief Justice 


Chosen to Harmon- 
ize Court, Now So 
Divided That 
Names Are Called.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP). 
ROUBLE of man-killing pro- 
portions lies ahead for Fred M. 
Vinson, soon to become thir- 
teenth Chief Justice of the United 
States. : 

The present band of strong- 
willed Associate Justices has been 
the most badly divided group in 
the tribunal's 156-year history. 
They have been willing to do a 
bit of name-calling in official 
opinions — opinions that go into 
the archives and can never be 
erased. 


Their personal animosities have 
grown largely, perhaps, from dif- 
ferences in their philosophies of 
law, but they are animosities none 
the less. 

In Vinson President Truman be- 
lieves- he has the man who can 
make things go more smoothly. 

Veterans around the court join 
the general commendation of Vin- 
son. But they add remarks like: 

“He doesn’t know what he is 
getting into.” 

“The justices will work on him.” 

— will regret he took this 
job.” 


Stone’s Hard Task. 


They have in mind the troubles 
encountered by the late Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Stone. In re- 
cent years he gave almost all his 
time and strength to court work. 
He was fatally stricken on the 
bench April 22 as he tried to an- 
nounce one more of his numerous 
opinidns. He once remarked to 
me: 

“If I get a reward in heaven for 
any good done on earth, it will 
have to be for my court work, I 
cannot give time and strength to 
do all the good works’ people want 
me to do.” 

Stone also told me that his as- 
sociates in their disagreements 
fought it out over such little de- 
tails as the placing of a comma 
in an opinion. 

The public knows that the Chief 
Justice presides over arguments 
in the court room. His influence 
there is noticed only occasionally. 
Once in a while he will be heard 
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As a result, trade publications 
talk increasingly of the buyers’ 
strike. And manufacturers, whole- 
salers, and retailers are begin- 
ning to wonder if this is it—the 
“it” being the 1920-21 collapse in 
sales and prices after the last 
war, 


The answer is: “No, it’s too 
soon.” The point is that some 
of the earlier urgency—when 
you couldn’t buy anything—is 
gone. Buf the market—at least 
most of it—remains, Consider 
the cases, one by one: 

During the war, established 
magazines like Saturday Evening 
Post, Life, and McCall's couldn't 
get paper. They had to turn down 
subscriptions, limit newsstand dis- 
tribution. Newcomer publications, 
by the dozens, rushed in to satisfy 
the word-hungry. But now print 
orders of the old-liners have gone 
up and the public is going back 
to its prewar reading habits.

Similarly with radios, First sales 
were to people who would buy 
any set, any model. Their sets 
were worn out, Or they had none 
at all, But the. remaining cus- 
tomers could wait for established 
names and particular models. It 
doesn’t take much supply to wipe 
the sheen off an awfully shiny 
market, 

That happened, too, in refriger- 
ators, automobiles, and vacuum 
cleaners, only less so. A dealer 
would call] up his waiting list and 
find that the would-be customer 
had decided not to buy or that 
he had already gotten a car or 
that he wanted a Ford instead of 
a Plymouth or vice versa, So the 
dealer concludes that it’s getting 
tough to sell. He forgets the 
sales-grubbing prewar days when 
he would demonstrate a car or 
icebox to ten prospects before 
getting a nibble, let alone an 
order. And his discovery that cus- 
tomers placed orders with other 
dealers may be a shock, but it 
hardly signifies a buyers’ market 
or even the beginning of one — 
not when the dealer can sell a 
car or vacuum cleaner or re- 
frigerator over the telephone and 
no arguing about price or trade- 
in allowance. 

Same Time, New Buyers. 

As for the cancellation of radio 
contracts; certain large advertis- 
ers have found they can’t get raw 
materials, that they don’t have as 
much foodstuffs and soap to sell.

But others are already bidding 
for the surrendered time. So 
again, it isn’t as if a market had 
disappeared, Sales have merely 
shifted from one customer to an- 
other. But sellers, long accus- 
tomed to pick and choose their 
customers, are disconcerted when 
a few customers reassert the time- 
honored buyers’ right of buying 
what he wants when he wants it. 
And the buyer has good reason 
to be shop-shy. Hardly a day goes 
by without some OPA authoriza- 
tion of a price increase. Latest 
instance—stoves, up 2 to $ per 
cent. The nsequence is that 
the more péople spend the less 
they have to show for it. In the 
first quarter of this year, people 
spent $27,600,000,000. That was 
$6,400,000,000 more than they 
would have had to spend for simi- 
lar goods and services in prewar 
years (1935-39). Price advances 
filched about 23 cents out of every 
dollar. That's the inflation touch. 
And the touch has been getting 
deeper with each passing month. 
Nevertheless, sellers, not buyers, 
control the market. The pressure 
of demand for goods right now is 
everywhere, And it’s due to be 
intensified. The Christmas rush 
is only six months away. Already, 
retailers, wholesalers, and manu- 
facturers are beginning to worry 
how to meet it. ; 


Department store sales are 
running 20 per cent ahead of 
last year. But stocks are up 
only seven per cent. If stores 
are to have a minimum quan- 
tity of goods on hand to meet 
indicated Christmas demand, 
they’ll have to boost inventories 
50 per cent. In no year on 
record has such an increase 
been attained in the short time 
left to Christmas, 


Wholesalers are tn much the 
same fix; sales are up 21 per cent 
and stocks are up only 17 per cent 
over,a Year ago. And many lines 
have wide open chinks—ware- 
houses are short of sizes, or 
types, or grades. As for manu- 
facturers, the Department of Com- 
merce reports that on the basis 
of prewar inventory-to-sales rela- 
tionships, “large deficits in stocks 
persist”—especially in the mnon- 
durable goods industries such as 
clothing and shoes.

From a La Salle Survivor 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As one of the fortunate survivors of 
the recent Hotel La Salle tragedy, I 
wish to contribute a few thoughts to 
the inevitable discussions that are sure 
to follow for new safety measures for 
fire prevention, such as more rigid in- 
@pections, better sprinkler systems, etc. 

Such laws are, of course, necessary 
and helpful. But none of them, regard- 
less of how efficient, could have pre- 
vented the Hotel La Salle tragedy. This 
disaster was caused by the highly in- 
flammabie material with which the fire- 
proof walls of the lobby and mezzanine 
were lined. These walls were faced with 
woodwork, highly varnished, and of 
such an inflammable nature as to be 
almost explosive. 

People who lost their lives or were in- 
jured in this tragedy were literally 
gassed to death. The explosion in the 
basement served as an instrument for 
exploding the highly inflammable inte- 
rior of the lobby and mezzanine floors. 
ZI inspected this part of the hotel care- 
fully the evening after the fire and 
found all the original walls intact. Had 
the hotel not been entirely fireproof, it 
would have been completely consumed 
ih a short time, with the loss of hun- 
of lives. 

This tragedy is proof that fireproof 
buildings are indeed safe and literally 
fireproof. Does it not, therefore, seem 
> an fnally negligent to allow highly in- 

le materials to be added to fire- 
proof construction, thereby making such 
tragedies as the one at Hotel La Salle 
possible? A law on that point is needed. 
_I would also like to emphasize the 
mecessity of hotel ests familiarizing 
themselves, or bei made to become 
familiar by persuasion of the manage- 
mient, with all fire escapes and exits. My 
own chances of survival were increased 
by the fact that I had myself done this

Sentence to Disaster 


As of three weeks hence, this country has been 
sentenced by the House of Representatives and 
the Senate Banking Committee to a period of 
spreading disaster. This week the Senate will 
decide whether the curbs on price inflation shall 
be wrecked according to present plans. 

“Wrecked” is no overstatement. Matching the 
House bill for thoroughness if not in detail, the 
Senate version abolishes ceilings on meat, poul- 
try and dairy products. Thereafter, grain, the 
source of bread, will be fed to stock until the 
Secretary of Agriculture raises grain prices. The 
Senate bill gives the Secretary that power over 
all other foods, confident in the knowledge that 
Secretary Anderson will serve the farm bloc 
faithfully. 

The bill also undercuts the subsidies which 
have protected the poor; takes low-cost clothing 
off the market; guarantees dealers in automo- 
biles and other durables such profit margins as 
they never had before. These amendments aside, 
however, bad as they otherwise are, the decon- 
trol of food prices is enough to ruin all price 
controls, 


When food soars, wages and the prices of all — 


other goods cannot lag far behind. Even fixed 
rents cannot resist such pressure. So OPA’s es- 
timate that the resulting inflation in living costs 
will amount to two billion dollars in the next 
few months understates grossly, for it takes no 
account of the dynamic effect on other wages 
and prices. 

According to anti-OPA theory, turning prices 
loose will cause increased production, which will 
presently force prices back to tolerable levels. 
Yet it will take a full year for any material in- 
crease in the volume of food, the most basic of 
human needs—and much longer than that to 
satisfy demands for automobiles and housing. 
Long before the first year, the pinch of living 
cost will provoke another round of strikes. 

Is wrecking price controls the way to more 
“freedom” for farmers and manufacturers? The 


ones who demand it loudest are the first to in- . 


sist that the Government abridge labor’s free- 


dom by dictating wages and drafting strikers. 


Their policy will make the Government adopt 
totalitarian methods toward labor. Do they 
dream that totalitarianism can at the same time 
spare seekers of profits? 

The anti-OPA people are in large part the 
loudest pleaders for stronger American diploma- 
cy. Yet they will cheerfully precipitate pro- 
found economic disturbances to weaken us and 
bring us into contempt overseas. 

OPA is condemned as undemocratic. Yet wild 
inflation, anywhere and everywhere, invariably 
ruins the -middle classes, leaving the field for a 
totalitarian death struggle between industrial 
barons and militant proletariat. 

Housing? Either bill before Congress will 
speedily kill the gathering momentum of new 
building, because only the richest will have 
means to buy. 

Veterans’ welfare? Most veterans are young, 
with low and none-too-certain income. If a wage- 
price orgy is in their interest, rational words 
have lost all meaning. 

This way prosperity? Turn prices free pre- 
maturely, and we shall surely taste bitter times 
for most Americans on the way up and for every- 
one in the collapse, It has happened before. 

This: does not imply that’ present price’ con- 
trols are perfect. The need during the war was 
to deter civilian production; today, to promote 
it. The Government has administered in recent 
months to the changed need. However, modifi- 
cations which only Congress can provide are also 
needed. The Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, representing the most enlightened of busi- 
ness leadership, has outlined them. 

CED also cautioned against murdering con- 
.trols, but the Congress is disregarding caution, 
The natural swing back from wartime controls 
continues, and a few extremely greedy ones are 
pushing it by every art. Yet it is the high and 
inescapable obligation of the Congress to keep 
the pendulum from swinging over into disaster. 

The time is short. It is doubtful that plain 
people’s pressure on Congress can alter the 
imminent verdict, even though it would strength- 
en the President’s hand if he vetoed an evil 
bill and demanded a good one instead. Deci- 
sion, however, is the responsibility of Congress, 
and it will be for Congress’s shame or credit. 
The Post-Dispatch appeals in high seriousness 
to each member to give it an hour of solitary 
thought before the fateful business is sealed. 
Let the Congress only, and simply, be neason- 
able. )

invidious distinction? 
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The Umptieth Draft Compromise 

The Senate and House are trading back and 
forth on the Selective Service issue as if it were 
a bolt of cretonne, instead of a measure of our 
national effectiveness. So Representative Spark- 
man has offered to try to compromise differ- 
ences between the two Houses by permitting 
induction of 18-year-olds but prohibiting their 
use overseas. 

Maybe this is the only way to get a bill through 
Congress before the draft dies at the end of this 
month, Congressman Sparkman thinks so. He 

. doubts that the House ever would accept the 
Senate’s flat draft extension bill, which would 
continue the present draft ages of 18 through 44 
without adding further restrictions. 

Yet the position taken by the House is as 
pointed as a broken saber, and would leave the 
draft about as effective. Why should 18- and 
19-year-olds have been permitted to fight through 
the Battle of the Bulge, or to lead Marines 
ashore on Tarawa, and now be restricted to 
whatever work could be found for them in the 
United States? The younger men would miss 
the possibility of rich experience, now that the 
danger is past, if they were kept from foreign 
service, 

The Sparkman proposal is the latest of a 
series of thin compromises which the draft ques- 
tion has produced week by week for months. At 
that, it is superior to earlier schemes of a draft 
without inductions, or a six-weeks’ draft exten- 
sion. The Senators, at least, by supporting an 
honest measure to assure our Army of enough 
men to support its vast commitments have done 
what the nation expected them to do. 

The Senate ought to stick to its guns. Cannot 
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it make the House see that continued bickering 
over military manpower will appear to the rest 
of the world as a revelation of weakness? 
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Why the Discrimination? 

The National Maritime Union threatens to 
strike next Saturday for a 44-hour work week 
and a wage increase that would bring hourly 
average earnings to 77 cents. These demands 
do not seem exorbitant by comparison with the 
wages and hours recently granted the coal min- 
ers, railroad workers, and steel and automobile 
labor. By comparison, they carry an air of sweet 
reasonableness. 

The ship operators, however, have a plea in 
abeyance, They say, first, that they cannot re- 
duce the work week, which now varies from 52 
to 63 hours, because that would require an in- 
crease in personnel which the ships’ quarters 
cannot accommodate. Then they add that Amer- 
ican wages for seamen are already well above 
the world level and that any increase would 
necessitate a raise in freight rates and drive 
shipping to foreign flaglines. 

Ships’ quarters, of course, vary greatly. Quar- 
ters on most of the old ships are so hot and 
cramped as to seem revolting to people who live 
under normal conditions ashore. On ships built 
in recent years to Maritime Commission stand- 
ards, the quarters are much improved. On these 
ships some additional sailors could be accom- 
modated. But the seamen in all probability do 
not want to work fewer hours. There is not 
much they can do with their time anyway. What 
they really want, seemingly, is overtime pay for 
hours beyond 44, and no additional crew mem- 
bers are needed for that. 

The international wage scale argument will 
not carry much weight. Whether wisely or not, 
the American people long since committed them- 
selves to the principle that they would not com- 
pete in international markets on the basis of 
meeting low foreign wage rates. Whether wise- 
ly or not, Congress long since set the policy of 
subsidizing shipping companies to pay American 
wages for United States flagline crews. 

There is no reason to cavil at this. Just as 
surely, if more indirectly, we have long been 
subsidizing the wages of workers in the steel 
industry, to take one example, by a tariff to pro- 
tect them from the importation of iron and steel 
from low-wage countries like India. What is 
good for steel workers is presumably good—or 
at least consistent—for ship crews. 

The shipping industry was long notorious for 
low wages, poor food and cramped, steaming 
quarters. 

Sailors yet have some little distance to go be- 
fore they .arrive at par with comparable labor 
ashore, For that reason the Government should 
take full note of their grievances before resort- 
ing to such an extreme step as calling in the 
Navy or Coast Guard to break a strike. Why 
should there be a strike, anyway, if the Govern- 
ment efficiently uses its good offices to mediate 
the dispute? This is, as we have said before, 
one strike that the public should be spared. 


Private vs. Public Interest 

The opposition of coal and railroad people to 
an increased natural gas supply for St. Louis, a 
question under argument before a Federal Power 
Commission examiner in St. Louis this wéek, is 
a peculiarly brazen display of vested private in- 
terest vs. public interest. : 

Mine owners consider that they have a firm 
right to the volume of business they now enjoy. 
So do coal dealers. So do the railroads which 
haul the coal, So do the employes of the mines 
and the railroads. Therefore, even before man- 
agement and labor in these industries called 
temporary truces in their recent wars with each 
other, they were scheming like brothers to fight 
the enlargement of natural gas pipe lines into 
this area. 

Since natural gas is for the greater progress 
of the community, fighting it is bad enough in 
any circumstances. In the particular circum- 
stances, however, it is the worse_because the 
mines and railroads cannot or will not guaran- 
tee an uninterrupted supply of their own com- 
modity. The public can go without coal at their 
whim. Or, each time they quit fighting ‘“with- 
in the family” for the moment, the public can 
pay higher prices for coal. But—and here again 
they are united—the public must at the same 
time be kept from protecting itself against 
higher prices and interrupted coal deliveries 
through a resort to natural gas. 

It is, we repeat, a peculiarly brazen display, 
and we hope the FPC will give it the answer it 
so richly deserves. 
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, Destiny of UN 


In praising the appointment of Senator Aus- 
tin as the new representative on the Security 
Council to succeed Mr. Stettinius, Gen. Eisen- 
hower, in a speech at Norwich University, in- 
sisted that the United Nations be made to work. 
The great soldier, greater still because in all 
his utterances he has sown a firm devotion to 
democratic principles, said: 


No matter how acute may become our dif- 
ferences with any nation—nor what the de- 
gree of readiness we may achieve, under 
any threat, to assure our safety—we must 
constantly, unceasingly strive in the spirit 
of the United Nations Charter, to adjust our 
differences legally. 


Secretary Byrnes is leaving this week for Eu- 
rope for another Foreign Ministers’ conference 
in an attitude of pessimism, in view of the ob- 
structionist attitude Russia showed at the recent 
Paris conference. Success of the United Na- 
tions, if it is truly going to be a world organiza- 
tion, depends to a great extent on accord within 
the Big Three. 

One of the tests to discover whether this ac- 
cord is possible—a test far more fundamental 
than the quarrels over Trieste, Iran, the Danube, 
the disposition of Austria and Germany—may 
come this week when the United Nations’ Com- 
mission on Atomic Energy meets for the first 
time. Bernard Baruch, the American repre- 
sentative to the commission, is expected to take 
the floor to outline American policy. 

His address is eagerly awaited by all human- 
ity, for reasons which Leland Stowe in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch eloquently and passionately 
outlined, If atomic energy is placed under the 
control of the United Nations, that body will be 
in far better position to fulfill the destiny Gen. 
Eisenhower hopes it will have. For it will then 
become, not a merg debating society, but a 
powerful physical force for peace.

Roger L. S., 25-year-old tank gunner, was 
given 20 years at hard labor and a dishon- 
orable discharge for robbing and threaten- 
ing to shoot a fellow soldier in Algiers. 
But this week Roger docks with his divi- 
sion at San Francisco, with 110 points, 
enough for a discharge—an honorable dis- 
charge. 


Roger was one of more than 28,000 gen- 
eral-court-martial prisoners selected by the 
Army for its rehabilitation program. After 
serving nine months, Roger was removed 
from prison, given three months of regular 
basic training, three more months of ad- 
vanced military training and sent back to 
a new tank outfit, where only the com- 
manding officer knew hig record. 

A year and a half later, Roger had 
worked his way up to a platoon sergeant, 
On Okinawa he won the Silver Star for 
conspicuous gallantry. Roger’s job as a 
mechanic in his home-town garage is wait- 
ing for him. So is his girl. Army psychia- 
trists are convinced that his career of crime 
is definitely behind him. 


Different Kind of Trial 


Even the most enthusiastic defender of 
the JAG office—Judge Advocate General— 


‘ would hardly claim that its military trials 


are democratic, in the sense of a trial by 
a disinterested jury of fellow citizens. The 
JAG defender does claim that the milita 
court offers the defendant a different kind 
of trial, but an equal amount of justice 
and protection. 

It adds up to something of a triumph 
for the policies of Secretary of War Rob- 
ert P. Patterson and his staff, who must 
exert Solomon-like wisdom to avoid being 
caught between the devil of hard-boiled 
disciplinarianism and the deep blue sea of 
loving mothers and wives who know their 
Joes or Johnnies couldn’t have done any- 
thing wrong. 

As balance-wheel between the Army hier- 
archy over which he presides and'the pub- 
lic interest he represents, Secretary Patter- 
son seems well qualified. A company com- 
mander of infantry in the First World War 
and a War Department executive since 
1940, he understands the Army point of 
view. But an impressive civil-law back- 
ground has made him especially sensitive 
to the need for protecting individual rights. 


Army Breaks New Ground 


Of the 90,000 officers and enlisted men 
convicted by general courts-martial in World 
War II, nearly 30,000 successfully completed 
rehabilitation courses, had their sentences 
suspended or remitted, were restored to 
duty and are earning honorable discharges. 

Breaking this hard and heretofore un- 
trespassable ground is one of the most un- 
orthodox organizations ever to affect Army 
policy, the Clemency Board set up by Judge 
Patterson last June when he was Under 
Secretary, and now functioning under his 
successor, Kenneth C. Royall, a strong 
clemency booster, who is responsible for in- 
ducjng ex-Supreme Court Justice Owen J. 
Roberts to accept the chairmanship. 

The session this writer happened to drop 
in on was headed by John De Witt, super- 
visor of Minnesota’s parole system from 
1936 to 1940, and generally credited with 
peacefully quelling the disorders at Tule 
Lake Japanese Relocation Center. 

De Witt and his two Army colleagues 
listened attentively while Air Force Capt. 


; 


William Daly, shot down over Munich after 
26 combat missions over Germany, read the 
summary of the case he had boiled down 
from careful study of all the records. 

“This prisoner,” Capt. Daly said, “has a 
seven-year sentence for desertion from his 
basic-training center. He comes from a 
rural Southern area and has a very low 
I.Q. He has an epileptic background. He 
was in desertion for 17 months. He claims 
he deserted in order to protect his wife 
from the abusive attacks of his alcoholic 
father, Col. Eley at Leavenworth, the 
Correttion Division and the Advisory 
Board Unit (which Capt. Daly represents) 
all recommend remitting the sentence in 
its entirety.” 

“The real mistake was in eyer inducting 
him,” De Witt said, 

“That’s why we recommend not only re- 
mitting his sentence but giving him a blue 
discharge,” Capt. Daly said. 

“Why don't we refer the case to the 
Surgeon General?” Col. Mastin White, JAG 
officer, /suggested. “This man ought to 
have 9 white discharge so he can get full 
medigzal treatment.” 


Reform of Courts-Martial 


Is the clemency program merely an em- 
bellishment or actually an indictment of 
the Army’s court-martial system? A good 
many of the Clemency Board’s supporters, 
from Secretary Patterson down, honestly 
believe the liberalizing policies are merely 
reconverting an efficient and equitable sys- 
tem to a peacetime basis. 

A surprisingly high percentage of offi- 
cers concerned, on the other hand, will 
confide to you that the sweeping clemency 
reforms highlight such court-martial bugs 


(1) The unofficial but nevertheless ef- 
fective domination of a commanding offi- 
cer over the court he appoints, with the 
tendency of his subordinates to lean toward 
excessive sentences, on the theory that the 
old man can cut it down if he wants to. 

(2) The fact that a military court is only 
as good as the defendant’s counsel, frequent- 
ly its weakest link. 

(3) The lack of adequate psychiatrie 
and psychological testimony for the de- 
fense, which excludes facts later consid- 
ered by reviewing authorities and clemen- 
cy boards, 

(4) The opinion of the rank and file that 
enlisted men are dealt with more harshly 
than officers—a suspicion that could be 
partially eliminated by allowing GI repre- 
sentatives to sit with the officers on the 
military courts, 


THE DANGER IN FARMING 
From the Omaha World-Herald. 

In bringing new efficiency to the farm, 
the machine has also brought new hazards. 
That fact was underlined recently by Louis 
J. Taber, past master of the National 
Grange, now president of a farm insurance 
firm, He reported that in 1945 his firm 
paid more claims for deaths from farm 
tractor mishaps than from battlefield 
wounds, 

The lamentable statistics are no reflec- 
tion on the farm’s labor-saving machinery, 
but rather those who operate it. The an- 
swer to the problem lies with the farmer 
himself. It should require no ambitious 
selling campaign to persuade him that safe 
farming is the best farming. 


Chiang, Hurley Are Rapped 
In Survey of China Attairs 


“China and America: The Story of Their Relations 

Since 1784," by Foster Rhea Dulles. (Princeton 

_University Press, Princeton, New Jersey.) 

Foster Rhea Dulles, who hit the publish- 
ing jackpot with an earlier book that was 
the first on American-Soviet collaboration 
after Teheran, comes in as an “also-ran” 
with his entry in the current Oriental 
literary sweepstakes, but both his scholar- 
ship and experience as a former China 
correspondent stand him well. His book, 
while mostly of secondary material, is 
legible, compact and relatively impartial 
about the Kuomintang-Communist struggle 
over China’s future. 

In 162 years of relations with China, the 
American record looks a little like a case 
of legalized rape. Dulles’s account of those 
early years makes it surprising that the 
Chinese got around to only one Boxer 
Rebellion in protest to our incessant 
ravishing of her economic and political 
hopes. And when we reflect that our 
imperialism has been mild compared to 
that of the British, French, Dutch, Ger- 
mans and Japanese, we get an idea of the 
depth of Chinese patience. 

* ~ * 

Dulles is at his scholarly best in telling 
the abbrevicted details of the rise of Chi- 
nese nationalism; the politica] arrival of 
Sun Yat-sen and his now Chiang-impris- 
oned wife; and of the China that has 
rocked uncertainly between the numerous 
wars that hack away at her nerves and 
lifelines and population. 

Considering that such old China hands 
and experts as Lawrence Rosinger, Owen 
Lattimore and T. A. Bisson saw the 
manuscript of “China and America,” it is 
disappointing to report that one of the 
most significant episodes in recent Chinese 
history—the Chiang-Stilwell-Burma mess— 
is relegated to verbal obscurity, The 
author’s bibliography also shows large 
gaps in his background. Mark Gayn and 
Gunther Stein—to mention only two of 
the vast flow of first-class reporters who 
have contributed so much to our published 
knowledge of China — are not even con- 
sulted. 


. * * 

The section on Kuomintang-Communist 
struggles, however, is notable for its 
finger on the future texture of Asiatic 
politics. Dulles quotes the vocal frauds of 
Brig. Gen. Patrick J. Hurley in a way 
calculated to expose their evil effect on 
our chances for peace in the Orient. Even 
as historian, he is frankly critical of the 
congressionally - unauthorized support of 
Kuomintang drives in North China and 
Manchuria under the military guise of 
disarming the Japanese. 

Dulles recognizes that the Kuomintang 
holds power only by the presence of 
American support. And he puts the ques- 
tion up to Chiang, stating that the latter's 
sincerity would be illustrated if he could 
conduct his Government in such a way as 
to impress the Communists, always on 
the defensive in the civi] war, that “resort 
to force” is not necessary in order to 
survive and bridge the gap to a truly free 
China RALPH PETERSON. 


An Analysis of the UN 
“United Nations Government,” by Amos J, Peasiee. 

(Justice House, New York.) 

A first-hand picture of the birth of UN 
at San Francisco is coupled with an an- 
alysis of its charter in this little book of 
speeches by a veteran international lawyer 
and public servant, Mr, Peaslee compares 
the weaknesses of the League of Nations 
and UN, on the basis of America’s struggle 
for union through the Articles of Confed- 
eration to the Constitution.

Germany—One or Divided? 


e 


HE shadow of a permanently divided Germany is rising over 
the European horizon. It begins to look as if the frontier be- 
tween Soviet Europe and free Europe is going to run squarely 
through the middle of the Reich. The cause is not France but Russia. 


The United States Government 
does not much like this prospect, 
but does not see exactly what 
more it can do to avoid it. For 
Stalin's refusal to merge the So- 
viet-occupied part of Germany 
with the rest of the country under 
a common administration — as 
agreed at Potsdam—seems just 
one more example of Soviet pref- 
erence for an exclusive empire to 
co-operation with the West. Per- 
haps Stalin thought he could have 
both. If so, Germany is going to 
be the place where he gets dis- 
illusioned. 


All Take and No Give. 


Secretary Byries is a patient 
but stubborn man. At Paris, at 
the coming second seance of the 
four-power Foreign Ministers’ con- 
ference, he intends once more to 
raise the question of uniting Ger- 
many—probably for the last time. 

Meanwhile, in order to convince 
the Soviets that we mean busi- 
ness, he has ordered the Ameri- 
can occupation authorities in Ger- 
many to make no further reduc- 
tions in German industrial output 
until the Soviets start implement- 
ing the Potsdam agreement. For 
‘the reductions of German produc- 
tion to a safe level were negotiated 
as of a general German set- 
tlement that would re-establish 
united Germany as a going con- 
cern. 

Here as everywhere, to Ameri- 
ean eyes the Soviet policy looks 
like all take and no give. 

Mr. Byrnes believes that he has 
done enough for Russia. His trip 
to Moscow and his offer of a 
treaty for German disarmament 
should, he feels, have convinced 
the Russians of our friendly in- 
tentions. He still does not quite 
understand why Moscow has 
turned down his treaty so d.sdain- 
fully. 

Our. Secretary of State first 
mentioned this idea to Mr. Molo- 
tov last September at London. The 
Russian promised to discuss it 
with Stalin. 

At Moscow in December, Mr. 
Byrnes opened the question with 
Stalin at a State dinner. The 
Marshal was decidedly interested. 
At London in January, Mr. Byrnes 
again mentioned the plan to Mr. 
Molotov. 


History of the Dispute. 


In Washington in February, the 
Secretary, along with James W. 
Riddleberger of the State Depart- 
ment, drafted a first document. 
This was then forwarded to the 
other three members of the Big 
Four as a basis for discussion. 

British Foreign Minister Bevin 
stated that he did not know that 
Mr. Byrnes intended to bring the 
treaty matter up at the first Paris 


plies before that meeting. Failing 
to hear anything from Moscow. 
Mr. Byrnes brought it up at the 
end of the Paris meeting. 

The French—as expected—said 
“fine—but.” The British gave con- 
ditional approval. The Soviets 
flatly refused to discuss any Ger- 
man disarmament treaty until 
after the peace treaty with Ger- 
many had been signed. Meanwhile 
they would not discuss a peace 
treaty with Austria, still less with 
Germany. 

Thinking over their refusal, Sec- 
retary Byrnes was bound to reach 
the conclusion that the Russians 
preferred a divided Germany. As 
late as last March, the top Ameri- 
cans in Germany, Gen. Clay and 
Ambassador Murphy, still felt that 
an undivided Germany could be 
obtained. Now—it appears—they, 
too, have changed their mind. 
Among other signs is the fact that 
the Soviets are re-transporting 
back to Germany from Russia a 
whole German steel plant which 
they carted away when they first 
went into the Reich. This looks 
decidedly like an intention of keep- 
ing a monopoly hold on the pres- 
ent Russian zone, 

So—after a last attempt at Paris 
this month—the Americans may 
have to resign themselves to per- 
manent division of the Fatherland. 


Not an Unmitigated Evil. 


This need not be an unmitigated 
evil. Taken together, the Amer- 
ican, British and French zones 
would, if united, constitute a fair- 
ly self-sufficient and viable state. 

A divided Germany could not 
easily become a world danger. The 
two parts would more or less 
neutralize each other strategically 
and politically. 

Yet obviously, Soviet insistence 
on keeping a portion of Germany 
behind the “iron curtain” could 
be interpreted only as one more 
obstacle to that real understand- 
ing between the Soviets and the 
West, without which the world 
cannot settle down. 

Some Americans feel that Mr. 
Byrnes should turn his attention 
from the parts to the whole. They 
feel that he should take Mr. Molo- 
tov aside—the Russian is believed 
to have proposed such a thing— 
and offer friendship or rivalry. 
In other words, that he should 
seek the common principle of set- 
tlement between the U.S.A. and 
the Soviet Union, which President 
Roosevelt failed to discover at 
Tehran and Yalta, and President 
Truman failed to bring back from 
Potsdam. 


Perhaps there is no such prin- 
ciple. Perhaps—as some «Russian 
officers are telling American of- 
ficers—there is no room on the 
planet for two world systems. 

If not, then the American peo-

ECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE ANDERSON spends a great 
deal of time these days explaining that the United States is 
doing everything possible to help relieve the world’s hunger. 
His assistants and advisers likewise produce miles of statistics to 
show what a tremendous volume of food America has supplied to the 
world. It is tremendous, The statistics are impressive, 
country has begun to approach our contribution, But even so, you 
have the uneasy feeling that Anderson and his men are doing too 


much protesting. 


Are we doing as much as we 
ean? ‘That is the only question 
that matters. Anderson says 
“Yes.” Other officials in the Gov- 
ernment whose expert knowledge 
is greater than Anderson’s say 
“No.” They have put together a 
set of figures which show that an 
increase of perhaps 20 per cent in 
the production of foods of high 
nutrition value is immediately pos- 
sible. 

These men are on the technical 
level. They cannot publicly pro- 
claim these figures because they 
are not officia] policy makers. Yet 
the validity of their estimates as

dom Conference by Gardner 
Jackson of the Farmers’ Union 
stands up under scrutiny. 


To get this addition to the 
world’s food supply, our Govern- 
ment would have to tackle the 
farm production problem with 
more vigor and courage than were 
shown even during the war. It 
would mean behaving as though 
the famine were an actual and 
credible threat, rather than just 
something to be talked about and 
placated in speeches. It would 
' gean cutting across vested inter- 
ests that constantly raise the bogy 
of a food surplus which may un- 
dermine prices and markets, 


Food or Feed Crops? 


The get this added production, 
crops would have to be shifted. 
Twenty million idle, fallow and 
pasture acres would have to be 
put into the production of wheat, 

eanuts, soybeans and potatoes. 

ese would go for human con- 
sumption. An average acre of 
land in the United States will pro- 
duce five times ag much protein

If a vigorous program were re- 
ally contemplated, we would not 
be shutting down the ordnance 
plants capable of making nitroge- 
mous fertilizers.

Of course, the 
fertilizer industry wouldn't like it. 


No other 


that five or six million people 
could be fed from food produced 
next year through the adequate 
use of fertilizer. Production of all 
major food crops would be 
stepped up from 5 to 10 per cent. 
The sad fact is that those who 
think in terms of a world of 
scarcity are influencing policy. 
Farmers—or some of them—have 
had a touch of prosperity and 
they are fearful it will go glim- 
mering with surpluses and 
tumbling markets. 


Acceptance of Scarcity. 


When Secretary Anderson says 
we're doing all we can, he means 
we are doing all we can in a world

Chicago Pastor Delivers Bac- 
calaureate Address — Dis- 
cusses Aims of Education. 


Ethical purposes are assuming 
a restored significance in educa- 
tion, the Rev, Rolland W. 
Schloerb, pastor of Hyde Park 
Baptist Church in Chicago, said 
yesterday in delivering the bac- 
calaureate sermon at Washington 
University. 

In the past, he said, “schools 
detached themselves from their 
church connections in many in- 
stances because they wanted to 
emphasize the disinterested pur- 
suit of truth, without asking too 
pointedly which truth is impor- 
tant to know, and what one does 
with the truth he _ discovers.” 
Again, however, he said, men now 
are “asking what this education 
is for. People are not content to 
be educated just to be educated. 

“They have seen that well- 
educated nations can use their 
education to serve ends that will 
be the end of civilization.” | 

The Rev. Schloerb said that edu- 
cation is not an end in itself. It 
does, however, furnish “tools by 
which a person can accomplish 
something he wishes to do. His 
education becomes socially signfi- 
cant as it helps him and the com- 
munity to achieve worthy ends.”

The government news agency,

In Reich During War. 


The Mufti had been living in 
France as a sort of political exile 
since the war ended, He lived in 
Germany during the war and later 
stayed in Switzerland until de- 
ported to France, 
Authoritative sources said that 
regardless of the circumstances 
surrounding his emergence, the 
Mufti will never be permitted to 
enter Palestine, Total censorship 
on stories mentioning him was 
tmposed on the Palestine press, 
but the news spread quickly. 
Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, spokes- 
man for the Arab Higher Commit- 
tee, said, “This is one of the hap- 
piest moments in the Arab Mid- 
east.” 
Informed Arab circles doubted 
that the Mufti’s presence would 
have immediate far reaching con- 
sequences on Palestine politics. 
They believed his presence in the 
Middle East could be only with 
the tacit concurrence of the Brit- 
ish Government and suggested he 
might have made commitment to 
refrain from anti-British actions. 
If any authorities arrested the 
Mufti, however, Arab leaders said 
Arab masses would rise in fury. 
Jews Undisturbed. 
Jewish quarters seemed un- 
alarmed, They believed his reap- 
pearance’ was only part of a war 
of nerves. 
Dispatches from Damascus said 
Arab leaders were not surprised 
at the Mufti’s- departure from 
France, Processions of cars left 
all principal towns in Palestine 
last night, headed toward Da- 
mascus. 
No price ever was put on the 
Mufti’s head by the British or any 
other government. He fled Pal- 
estine seven years ago, evading 
the British three times before 
eventually reaching Germany.

Hot Arguments in Conference. 


It is in a closely-guarded, ultra- 
secret conference room—hidden 
back of the great mahogany bench 
of the court—that the Chief Jus- 
tice makes his influence felt. 

It is to this conference room 
that the Justices take legal ques- 
tions for debate among them- 
selves and for final decision. Here 
the Chief Justice may add per- 
suasive powers to his legal reason- 
ing in the hope of getting his 
associates to approach agreement 
as closely as possible. 

Although what goes on in the 
conference room is top secret 
stuff, it is known that heated ar- 
guments have occurred there in 
recent years. Voices have been 
heard shouting in apparent anger. 


Prolonged conferences have 
been held. For instance, ‘eight 
justices—minus Justice Jackson, 
who was in Europe for the Nazi 
trials—wrangled all of one long 
afternoon and into the evening 
before they could reach a deci- 
sion on what to do about the ap- 
peal of Japanese General Tomo- 
yuki Yamashita. 

Charles Evans Hughes, the re- 
tired Chief Justice, with this con- 
ference room picture in mind, de- 
scribed the Chief Justice as “the 
most important judicial officer in 
the world.” 


How Hughes Worked. 

One authority on the  court’s 

backstage affairs points to 
Hugi.es as an effective example 
o. two major essentials for a Chief 
Justice: forceful personality and 
smooth diplomacy. 
» Many court room visitors can 
recall seeing lawyers’ tremble 
under Hughes’ incisive question- 
ing. He cracked the whip gener- 
ally around the Supreme Court 
and occasionally laid it across the 
backs of his associates. 

His greatest conference room 
technique was his ability to sense 
a storm coming among his jus- 
tices. If he sized up the storm as 
a trouble maker, Hughes swung 
the discussion over to another 
case, 

If the storm signals stayed up, 
Hughes sidetracked discussion per- 
haps for a week or two. When he 
brought the question up again, he 
diplomatically suggested a new 
avenue of approach, one by which 
he thought the divergent views 
might be reconciled, 

His diplomacy worked time and 
again.

The Labor conference rejected

ence passed a resolution urging 
“drastic action” under existing 
sedition laws “to prevent rebirth 
of fascism in our land.” 

Miss Alice Bacon, member of 
Parliament and a member of the 
party’s executive committee, said: 
“The Tories call our program 
fascist and we don’t know what 
might happen to us if the Tories 
came back to power. It is un- 
necessary and undesirable to have 
additional legislation to suppress 
civil liberties.” 

The British Press Association 
reported that delegates of the 
powerful Transport and General 
Workers Union had decided to 
support a proposed party consti- 
tutional amendment prohibiting 
affiliation of all separate political 
bodies.

BEN FISHEL TO BE TRIED 
IN AUTO BLACK MARKET CASE 


Ben Fishel, formerly of S8t. 
Louis, is scheduled to go on trial 
next Monday at Cairo, Ill, on a 
charge of extensive black-market 
operations in sale of automobiles. 
A special term of United States 
District Court will be called for 
the trial. 

In a 30-count criminal {nforma- 
tion filed in East St. Louis last 
January, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration accused the 33-year- 
old Cairo dealer of having sold 95 
new and used automobiles at 
prices aggregating about $32,000 
above ceilings. The sales, made 
in 1944 and early 1945, were to 
individuals and firms in Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Texas and Kentucky, it was al- 
leged. 

A federal grand jury last April 
19 indicted Fishel and 30 other 
persons on charges of conspiracy 
in operation of a $3,000,000 black- 
miarket ring in eight states. United 
States attorney said there was 
“some overlapping” between the 
allegations in the East St. Louis 
information and those in the De- 
troit indictment.

Ideas must be stated seriously to get any- 
where, and when stated jocosely, or with a smile, 
it shows one’s wish to eat one’s cake and have 
it, too—to entertain the ideas but not get in 
trouble about them.

No American flag was available, 
so this Y.W.C.A. staff member 
took her Girl Reserve flag and 
went on the search with the old 
men. They crawled on their bellies 
through the jungle and finally 
spotted our paratroopers. When 
they stood up it was to find them- 
selves covered by every gun in the 
groan. At that moment the girl 
roke out her flag. 

“Hold on a minute!” shouted one 
of the paratroopers. “That's a 


‘flag of an organization to which 


my kid sister used to belong!” And 
in that way, both our men and the 
loyal Filipinos were saved. 

THE Y.W.C.A, has much useful 
work to do in every community at 
home where it is established. 
Among its most important work, 
however, is the opportunity to ac- 
quaint peuple here with the people 
of other lands, and to put them in 
touch with the work in which 
their own organization is doing in

PROTEST AGAINST MO, PAC, 
DROPPING RIVER ROUTE TRAIN 


A protest against elimination of 
the Missouri Pacific river route 
train from Kansas City to Bt. 
Louis has been filed with officials 
of the Missouri Pacific by the Jef- 
ferson City Chamber of Commerce, 
it was announced today. 

The train, No. 39, which stopped 
in Jefferson City and many small 
towns along the Missouri river, 
was cut off last weekend as part 
of the railroad’s effort to reduce 
running time of trains between Bt, 
Louis and Kansas City. 

Dwight Bedell, director of the 
Jefferson City Chamber of Com- 
merce, said No* 30's schedule has 
been partially supplanted by other 
trains, but an elimination of a 
number of stops has “caused con- 
siderable damage to our retail 
merchants.”

AM a girl age 23 with no bad habits, have always been

ASE K-217: Howard D., aged 8, is a problem child who 

has his mother very much worried abqut him. “Howard 

doesn't get along well in school,” she stated, “and I am | 
wondering if he is just naturally stupid, for I’ve tried to help 
him with his lessons at home. But instead of studying, he 
just wants to cut up and play. His teacher wrote me a note 
only last week saying that he is naughty and teases the 
other children. He failed last year and is taking the course 
over again, so he should really be able to make fine grades 
this year. But his school marks are scarcely any better than 
they were last year. He wij] be lucky if he passes into the 
third grade. I read one of your recent cases about the deaf 
child, Dr. Crane, so I have had his eyes and his ears checked, 
thinking they might explain his trouble, But there is nothing 
wrong with them. I am getting so discouraged. What is 
wrong, Dr. Crane?”

HOWARD'S MOTHER was wise to have the boy's eyes 
and ears tested in order to rule out defective vision or partial 
Geafness as causes of low marks in school, Even poor health, 
low vitality, infected teeth and adenoids, undernourishment— 
in fact, anything which reduces the health and therefore the 
curiosity of children, will tend to lower their mental alertness. 
Even if Howard were entirely normal in all physical respects, 
he might be emotionally upset so that he could ngt do good 
work, There is, of course, the possibility that he might be of 
lower-than-average mentality—possibly even feebleminded. 

ee ey ‘ 

ONE OF the greatest landmarks in psychology was the 
publication in 1905 of the Binet-Simon mental tests. Later 
this set of tests was standardized in this country by Professor 
‘Terman. They now are called the Stanford Binet Tests. With 
these excellent aids we can take a youngster aged two years 
or older and measure very accurately his mentality. Such 
measurements are a great help, too, for often the children 
who seem stupid or frail in school are not subnormal men- 
tally. Whenever we find a youngster who is not getting along 
well in his studies, we examine his eyes, ears, health, emo- 
tional and home environments, and then give him this mental 
test. We can predict fairly accurately how much intelligence. 
he possesses and how far he can progress in school. At the 
age of three or four years we can thus successfully predict 
that a child will never be able to graduate from grammar 
school, or that he has sufficient mental horsepower to easily 
Carry the most difficult college courses when he grows up.

“Richest Woman in the World’ 


Sylvia Green Wilks's Fortune Estimated at More Than $100,000,000

NEW YORK, June 10. 


HE fortune of Sylvia Green 
Wilks hag been estimated at 
more than $100,000,000, It prob- 
ably is more, but that figure is 
enough to win her the title once 
held by her mother, Hetty Green— 
“the richest woman in the world.” 


Now that she has borrowed 
about five years already on the 
Biblical allotment of three score 
and ten, probably the. only loan 
she ever needed in her life, there 
is a rising curiosity as to how she 
intends to dispose of all that 
wealth when the Grim Reaper 
makes the inevitable pass in her 
direction. There are those who 
believe that she is not entirely 
convinced that you e¢an’t take 
it with you. 

As a matter of fact, consider- 
able wonder has been expressed 
at what she has ever done with 
her money during her lifetime, 


now at about 75 years. Nothing * 


in the record indicates she ever 
parted with much except for per- 
sonal needs and those were rela- 
tively meager although by no 
means, in all fairness, as nig- 
gardly as those of her mother. 
Miserly Hetty Robinson Green 
died in 1916 leaving potsfull of 
gold to her daughter and son, 
Edward Howland Robinson Green. 
Her will was executed in such 
manner that the value of the es- 
tate was never made public, arous- 
ing cynical comment that she 
was too stingy even to give out 
information, , 


Certainly there were no pub- 
lic benefactions or bequests to 
charity either in the mind or last 
testament of Hetty Green, who 
clad herself in hand-me-downs, re- 
tired at sundown to reduce light4 
ing costs and saw her daugh- 
ter married to a wealthy and 
socially prominent member of the 

tor family, Matthew Astor 

ilks, in a home-made wedding 
dress. 

Hetty Green was tighter than 
any of the radio comedians other 
comedians tell about these days. 
Legacies from various family 
branches and her husband's 
wealth were pyramided by Wall 
Street and real estate investments 
to fabulous heighis. Yet she with 
her daughter, Sylvia, spent her 
long latter life in the squalor of 
a Hoboken flat where Mrs. Green, 
aided by penurious living, greedily 
watched her fortune mount to 
many millions.

ER dislike of publicity was

other traits has been passed 
from mother to daughter. If reli- 
ance| may be placed on yellowed 
newspaper clippings in the New 
York Times files, she evened a 
score or two with reportera when 
they investigated rumors of the 
engagement of Sylvia to Matthew 
Wilks before public announce- 
ment of the event, 


It is evident from a glance at 
the newspaper stories that news- 
men smelled a good gossip yarn 
behind the loose talk coupling the 
names of the 37-year-old Green 
heiress with that of the 64-year- 
old Astor scion. Despite social 
connections, the reported prospec- 
tive bridegroom was a man of 
undetermined wealth, of diminu- 
tive stature and no matinee idol 
in appearance; Miss Green was 
six feet, one and hardly a can- 
didate for the Miss America se- 
lection of the day. 


When reporters finally were ad- 
mitted to the Hoboken house, 
Hetty curtly declared that Sylvia | 
and Matthew already were mar- 
ried, and her manner confirmed 
reports that she disapproved of 
the match, fearing a fortune hunt. 
Her malicious humor was evident 
several weeks later when formal 
announcement of the engagement 
was made and the pair were wed 
with her blessing at St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church, Morristown, 
N. J | 


With homemade bridal gown 
and trousseau, Sylvia shook the 
dust of the Hoboken flat from 
her feet, destined, however, to 
be placed squarely fn the finan- 
cial tracks left by her mother. It 
later became known that Wilks 
was not a fortune hunter, but 
a millionaire. Every little mil- 
lion, added to another million, 
makes a million more in the 
Green family. 

Mrs. Wilks’s complete identifica- 
tion is Hetty Sylvia Ann Howland 
Green Wilks. Each name repre- 
sents a substantial family contri- 
bution toward establishing her as 
the richest woman in the world. 
A recent biographer listed some of 
her possessions, estimating they 
produced an estimated annual in- 
come of about $5,000,000. As much 
of this is from low-yield, tax- 
exempt ‘ securities, it may be 
readily observed that Mrs. W. 
could be a fast girl*with a buck 
if she were so inclined, but don’t 
get any big ideas—she isn’t. 

In fact, in an article betraying 
unstinting research, the biographer 
was able to uncover only one pub- 
lie benevolence of which Mrs. 
Wilks was guilty, probably in a 
moment of extrerme weakness or 
acting on the spur of mad impulse. 
Even that act of sweetness had a 
bitter coating. 

The Green mansion, occupied by 
her father, Edward Henry Green, 
until his death, brought another 
tidy million or two to money- 
hungry Hetty, and was a iand- 
mark. in Bellows Falls, Vermont. 
It stood as a monument to Mam- 
mon, Bellows Falls’s showpiece— 
the former home of Hetty Green, 
who literally would rather make 
money than eat. 

Frugality is no enemy of Ver- 
mont culture and although Hetty’s 
habits were extreme to the degree 
of idiocyncrasy, still they could be 
understood without shock where 
it is easier to chip the renowned 
granite than a bankroll. For these 
and other reasons, Bellows Falls

wanted the old Green home for a 
community house and tourist bait. 
But Mrs. Wilks had the dwelling 
torn down without explanation. 
She turned over the 322-foot va- 
cant lot to the city for a public 
park, which, of course, relieved 
her of tax payments on the land. 

To an indignant citizen who 

asked her why she had not do- 
nated her old home to the city, 
she is reported to have replied: 
. “Why don’t you give yours?” 
Those who walk through Green 
pastures do. not find them verdant 
with sentiment. 

What one actually finds is that 
Sylvia Wilks owns real estate 
mortgages on New York City 
properties valued at hetween $30,- 
000,000 and $45,000,000. She re- 
¢ceives income from $40,000,000 to 
$0,000,000 in industrial securities 
and municipal bonds. Her name 
graces the titles of ownership on 
re) out $10,000,000 worth of farm- 
ing and oil properties and she , 
helds real estate valued at the 
game amount in a half dozen 
states. 

A reasonable estimate on the 
foregoing would bring her known 
possessions about to the $100,000,-

Green also endowed 
his Wilks’s fortune with a valuable 
collection of rare books, two es- 
tates assessed at a total of about

heritance taxes is a matter of 
conjecture. 

Any loss in that respect is part- 
ly compensa.ed by a life interest 
held by Mrs. Wilks in her late 
husband's estate which has among 
other assets, real estate valued at 
$17,500,000, now the site of the 
N w York Stock Exchange. She 
owns unoccupied houses, built on 
castie-like scale, in South Dart- 
mouth, Mass., on an entire island 
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JUNE SPECIAL 
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near Miami, Florida, and three in 
Greenwich, Conn., where until re- 
cent years she made her home. 
l'ow she resides in spacious rent- 
ed quarters at 988 Fifth avenue. 

There she lives in almost soli- 
tary splendor except for maid, 
cook and chauffeur who attend 
her needs. Although her mode of 
living is far from the pace set 
by her great wealth, she indulges 
in personal comforts her mother 
would never have tolerated. She 
indulges in substantial food of 
good quality, wears “store” 
clothes, usually black, and owns 
an automobile with seats especially 
adjusted to her whims. She spends 
much time at her business office 
in the Wall Street district, where 
a trusted family business man- 
ager inherited also from Hetty, 
administers financial affairs, 

If she hag other pleasures than 
the counting house and short 
automobile excursions, they are 
not evident. Stories are told that 
she is a lover of animals—but she 
owns no dogs or other pets; it 
hag been said she is fond of birds, 
that birdhouses are built at her 
command in many trees and and 
on all stumps at her country es- 
tates—but no canary, parrot or 
lovebirds grace her apartment. 

Each dwelling she Owns con- 
tains a piano, but no one speaks 
of hearing her play. In other 
years, it is said, she Was expert 
at handicraft but evidence of this 
talent remains for future dis- 
closure. Former neighbors recall 
her as a plainly dressed woman, 
little inclined toward conversa- 
tion and none too ingratiating 
when engaged on rare occasions. 
Present neighbors do not know 
her at all, : 

Perhaps, as others predict it 
ultimately will be disclosed that 
Sylvia Wilks’s secre philanthorpies 
are greater than any have 
guessed; that early home environ- 
ment and great wealth have made 
her publicity shy and fearful of 
being mistaken for an easy mark, 
thus driving her into the ways of 
a recluse. Even distant cousins, 
only living relatives with a claim 
on the gigantic Wilks fortune, 
are said to be virtual strangers 
to the eccentric wonian. 

Just as for others less richly 
endowed with worldly goods, two 
things are certain for Mrs. Wilks 
—death and taxes. As to the lat- 
ter, it has been estimated that at 
least three-fourths of her estate 
will be paid out in inheritance 
levies unless the nature of be- 
quests permit exemption. As to 
the former, well, it is sure that 
when it is her time to go to the 
grave, she will be the wealthiest 
woman in the cemetery.

From South's point of view it 
certainly did not look as though @ 
simple diamond overcall would be 
dangerous, and even after West's 
prompt double, South was not ap- 
prehensive of a catastrophe. That, 
however (a catastrophe), is exactly 
what hit him! 

West opened his singleton club; 
East cashed the king and ace, 
then, West having discarded a low 
spade, East shifted to the heart 
seven. West collected the ace and 
king and led a third round for 
East to ruff. East laid down the 
club jack; declarer ruffed low and 
was promptly over-ruffed. Now, 
when another heart was led, East 
ruffed in with the jack and forced 
one of South’s trump honors. To 
make a sad story short, declarer 
went down four tricks, for the im- 
posing penalty of 1100 points. 


South might have saved a trick 
by better play, but, to get back to 
the moral of this article, North 
could have saved two tricks, and 
600 points, by rescuing with one 
heart. Unquestionably, North's 
hand as a whole and his heart suit 
in particular were so weak as to 
discourage any idea of bidding, 
but, as I said before, the situation 
was so desperate that it could 
scarcely be worse, whereas it 
might be improved. Even if the 
heart rescue didn't “hit” South, 
there was the chance that South,
